V. 3.—“And the children of

Sisera, the general of the ene­ 
mies in battle had nine hu n­ 
dred chariots of iron and he had 
been op p p ressing the northern 
tribes for twenty years. It is 
v ery nantu ral that p eop le p ray 
when in danger; such p rayers 
rep resent cries of unstable, v ac­ 
illating folk.

judged 
Israel

that time and the children of 
Israel came to her for judgment. 
“Deborah, one of the twelv e 
judges of Israel, was a p rom­ 
inent leader, because of the 
force of her character, a fine dis­ 
criminating judgment, and an 
acute faculty of sight into the 
future; she learned of the suf­ 
fering of Israel from the hear­ 
ing of court trials ov er which 
she p resided. 
V. 6.—“And she went and call­ 
ed Barak and said unto him, 
hath not Jehov ah, the God of 
Israel, commanded, saying, go 
draw unto Mount Tabor, and 
take with thee ten thousand 
men of the children of Zebulin.’’

GLENN CURTISS’ RECORD. 
J The death of Glenn Curtiss remov es from the 
scene one more of av iation’s great pioneers — 
and, at the same time, emphasizes the extreme 
y outh of this spectacular game which he helped 
bring to maturity. 
Curtis was not an old man, in any sense of the 
word. 
Yet Curtiss was connected with av iation 
from its earliest infancy. To the Wright b roth­ 
ers, of course, goes the credit for making the 
first airplane flight: b ut Curtiss was one of the 
leaders in dev eloping the crude planes of the 
early day s into the rangy, efficient, machines of 
today . 
It is b arely two decades since Curtiss amazed 
| the nation b y flying an airplane all the way 
! £ rom Alb any to New York City. In that day, that 
! was nearly as sensational a stunt as a trans- 
Atlantic flight is today. 
And yet, so rapid has 
been 
av iation’s progress that Curtiss himself 
lived 
to see cross-country mail and passenger 


lines in daily operation, and b ut for his untim e­ 
ly death he would undoub tedly hav e witnessed 
ev en more striking dev elopments. 
A good share of the credit for all this dev elop­ 
ment must go to Curtiss himself. His Alb any-to- 
New York flight was only one of a series of ac­ 
tions that made av iation’s wings secure. Curtiss 
flew extensiv ely in a day when ev ery flight was 
a genuine risk. 
He experienced, studied and 
worked to giv e the makeshift planes of , those 
early days safety and endurance. 
The present 
state of av iation is, in part at least, a trib ute to 
his lab ors. 
All of this, of course, does not detract in the 
slightest from the achiev ements of the Wright 
b rothers. 
They are pre-eminent in the history 
of av iation, and no one can share their distinc­ 
tion. But Curtiss played an extremely important 
part. 
A country that has made the airplane an 
integral part #of its organization owes him a v ast 
deb t. His departure is a distinct loss..

This question can be answer-

.situation 'by combining tne be- 
ginners and primary children in 
one room, with movable parti- 
tions so that there, may be the 
two separate groups in one room. 
They give the juniors another 
room. They combine the inter- 
mediates, seniors, young people 
and adults into one department 
in the other room, which may 
be the church auditorium. An- 
other group of churches uses the 
platoon system, having various 
departments meet at different 
"hours; one church has the be- 
ginners, primaries apd adults 
meet before the" morning church 
'service arid.-the juniors,' iniiet- 
mediates, seniors"'"and 'young 
people after- the church service 


Another group o£ . churches 
lhas the beginners and primary 
sessions at the same time as the 
church service. This plan elimi- 
nates the hurried dash 'home but 
does not provide for adults any 
educational 
experience 
other 


than the morning service. Hav- 
ing each department organized 
repuires more leadership, but 
good leadership will improvise 
ways and means to meet the 
challenging situations.

GLENN CURTISS' RECORD. 


Tfce death of Glenn Curtiss removes from the 


scene one more of aviation's great pioneers — 
and; at the same time, emphasizes the extreme 
youth of this spectacular game which he helped 
bring to maturity. 


Curtis "was not an old man, in any sense of the 


word. Yet Curtiss was connected with aviation 
from its earliest infancy. To the Wright broth- 
ers, of course, goes the credit lor making the 
first airplane flight; but Curtiss was one of the 
leaders in developing the crude planes of the 
early .days into the rangy, efficient, machines of 
today. 


It is barely two decades since Curtiss amazed 


toe nation by flying an airplane all thfr way 


jjSrom Albany to New York City. In that day, that 
jjwas nearly as sensational a stunt as a trans- 
'r»4-i« — 


lines in daily operation, and but for his untime- 
ly death he would undoubtedly have witnessed 
even more striking developments. 


A good share of the credit for, all this develop- 


ment must go to Curtiss himself. His Albany-to- 
New York flight was only one of a- series of ac- 
tions that made aviation's wings secure. Curtiss 
flew extensively in a day when every flight was 
a genuine risk. He experienced, studied and 
worked to give the makeshift planes of,those 
early days safety and endurance. The present 
state of aviation is, in part at least, a tribute to 
his labors. 


AU of this, of course, does not detract in the 


slightest from the achievements of the Wright 
brothers. They are pre-eminent in the history 
of aviation, and no one can share their distinc- 
tion.
